TnE Ilousrc of Industry. Tlio annual
meeting ot the Hoard 01 Managers ot the Phila-
delphia society lor the Uiuplovment and In-

struction ol the Poor was held yesterday after-
noon, at the House ot Industry, Catharine
street, above Seventh. Rowland,
occupied the chair. The Hoard ot Managers
Bubmitted their nineteenth annual report ot the
operations at the House ol Industry lor the year
ending March 31, lsG(i. We give the lollovvintj
important extracts from it:

The number of persons received as inmates
during.the past w inter has averaged OOmonthly.
They receive board and lodging, and as often as
possible assisted in gettme situations. No in-

toxicated poisons are admitted. About one-thir- d

ot the number received were women.
Some of those, received were discharged from
prisons. As usual, a large amount of transient
aid is given at the door to ninny who do not be-
come inmates. llreakt'ast ot bread and coffee ,1

clothing, etc., are given, of which it U dilticult
to keep an exact account.

The whole Diitubci ot persons admitted as in-

mates during this year anionics to 7C7; these
received board and lodinr, stayine about
fix days; in addition to mis, the children of
the industrial school obtained flinner at tho
house, Dnrirjff the winter many of those re-

ceived were colored soldiers troni Camp r,

others were waiting tor their back
pay, several were scut by General Howard troni
the freediuen3 camp at Washington, under
charge ot an officer. In a maioiity of onsen
they obtained situations, and wherever heard
lrom are reported to be dolus remarkably well,
and giving good service to their employers.

The larne majority of the inmates, however,
were while; many w;ere sent by the St.' Oeorgo
and Albion Enclish Societies, by the Salsa Con-
sul, and by the Christian Commission.

From 1U to 12
gallons ot souj) have been made and distributed
dully during the winter, and since the first of
the year an average ot l.iO loaves of bread,
weighing live pounds each, have been baked in
the house weekly, Au industrial school lor
colored children, sustained independently of tbia
society, continues in tho tree occupancy of
several large rooms in the house. It is believed
1o be ot great benefit to the large colored popu-
lation of the vicinity, and is satisfactorily tauuht
by colored teachers; 114 names are oil "the roll-boo-

the averaee attendance is 75. 3120 batln
have been given, 101 garments distributed, and
141 pairs shoes.

The dispensary has been in active operation
during the year, giving medical advice, medi-
cines, and the kino of iood necessary iu bick-MPs- s.

The report concludes as follows:
Notwithstanding the most economical use of

the means entrusted to their care, the managers
regret to state that owlnc to tho high price ot
provisions and materials of all kinds necessary
1or carrying on the operations of the House,
their lunds aro entirely exhausted, and, as will
appear by the report, the treasury overdrawn.
In view ol this condition 01 their finances they

. are compelled to aopeal to the publin, who havo
thus tar so generously supported the charity
under their charge, tor further subscriptions anil
contributions in order that the usefulness ot the
Moyamonsiutr House ot Industry and its con-
comitant charities may not he curtailed during
the coming season. Donations of clothing, pro-
visions, and household stores of all kiuds wiP bo
thankfully received at the House, Catharine
street, above Seventh, or be sent for by the
matron.

On Hie 22d of February, l!!(iG, thorp were 470
prisoners in the Ponitcnt ary, showii g a large
increase since the beginning ol the yenr over
the number in confinement at that period last
yerr. iThe Inspectois state "Unit if this

continues during the present vear, there
will not be sutliciint accommodations tor
their reception. It will then become necessnrv
to build another corridor of cells. Tho total
nun. ber of cells is 6110. Of the prisoners re-

ceived in lHOC, the Moral Instructor reports
that H3 percent, spent their time in idleness,
gambling, or dissipation, ,and 17 per cent, were
'well raised,' and pns-o- d their evenings at
hou'C." The Moral Instructor made 4800 visits
to the prison population during the year, and
the number of livsons g yen for sec liar in-
struction by the teachers w e 4035. There were
also 12,304 distiibutions (A books lrom the
library, and Ol'OO pages ot tracts distributed.

Out of 682 convicts last year, there wero only
9 deaths, nnd of these 5 were fatally diseased
on admission. Of the 34S3 prisoners received
for apcilod of 22 jours, 134 died, or 3 8HO0 per
cent.

In closing the report, the Inspectors say that
the interest excited by this institution in the
public imnd continues unabated. Visiters from
all pr.rts of tho woild, and large numbers from
our own country, pass through the Peniten-
tiary. During the past seven years, 7.", "85 visi-
tors have been admitted. This'number does not
Include those who are permitted to see prisoners
under existing regulations.

Affairs at tue Navy Yard. Aji auc-
tion sale ol condemned tools, hardware, planing
machines, hawsers, lamps, paints, etc. etc., took
place at. the Navy Yard yesterday, under the
supervision of Licutcu Ed ward
Hooker, United Staff s Naval Storekeeper. The
articles were sold for the Bureaus ot Equipments
and lleomiting, Steam Engineering, Contrac-
tion and Yards and Docks, nnd wrere divided
into thirty-si- x lots, all of which realized fair
trices.

The monitor Miantonomnh was ordered to
proceed to an anchorage off the Navy Yard, last
evening, and is very probably at anchor, there
this morning. The officers ot both vessels state
that on the trip lrom Fortress Monroe the
Miattlonomah outsailed her convoy, the JJc Sotc,
considerably, and proved herselt to be a most
excellent seagoing vessel,

Croat activity is manitesleJ in overhauling and
fitting out for service a nnmber of vessels laid
up at the Yard. The Lackawanna is nearly
ready, and it Ls said tnat she will proceed to sea
In a tew weeks. The 1'ensacola is to bo tilted
out as rapidly as possible as a flagship, but her
destination is as yet unknown, and several other
vessels are being pushed forward with rapidity.
The gunboat ldtiho proceeded dow n to the lower
bay, and was engaged there all day yesterday in
trying her machinery. It is said that it works
well, and that she will attain a high rate of
Epei d.

Extrtmelv FiLTiiv. The cells at the
Central Station, corner of Fifth and Chesnut
streets, are uncommonly filthy. About tne
middle of last December the pipes for carrying
oil the refuse matter lrom tho cells became
choked up, and since that time it has been
allowed, to accumulate. tlio Btencii arising
thereliom is terrible, and is growing mote
noxious daily. Tho attention of Councils was
called to tne tact tome time ago. me roiice
Committee paid the cells a visit about three
weeks since, examined tnem thorouL'iily, uud
alier a lew moments' consideration, pronounced
them a nuisance of tho worst description.
Hopes were entcitained that the ma'ter would
receive immediate attention, but ncthing what-- ;

ever has been done. The city should certainly
set an example in view of the nopr .aching
epidemic, vhich has already reached tue
shores ot this continent.
